SPECIAL REPORT 
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HOW I GOT STARTED IN CHICKENS 
BY CRAIG RUSSELL 

Dale asked me for a few notes on how I got interested in Poultry, or what 
started me as a Fancier. Perhaps I am just trying to spread the blame around 
but my grandfathers had something to do with it. They never showed Poultry 
beyond local fairs but both were interested in birds and tried to pass some of 
that on to me. 

One of them, Kelly Showers, gave me some early hatched Muscovy Ducklings for 
my third bitthday. I remember my excitement to this day. In fact I guess it 
never quite wore off because I have never been without birds since. 

The following spring the other one, John Russell, got a mixed box of chicks 
for "The Boy". They were mine, but despite the fact that with a little guidance 
from my parents, I had managed not to harm the previous years' ducks. Grand Pa 
wouldn't let me touch them, He said that I was too young. The most I could 
do was to watch him take care of them. Now I doubt that this was a strategy, 
but it made caring for the chickens seem like the most desirable thing in the 
world. 

A year later an uncle added a pair of guineas to my collection. By then 
there was no turning back. Having Paul Seibert as a dentist only made it worse. 

But at least then I liked going to the dentist. The fact that Cyril Menges 
was a good family friend did little to discourage me. Over the years I"ve been 
into everything but I developed a special interest in Guineas, Turkeys, Waterfowl, 
and Old Breeds of Chickens. Perhaps the last of these was somewhat influenced 
by Robert Shutt, an older neighbor who would look at my birds and talk to me about 
Old Style Reds and Diminigues. Not that they are old breeds, but it got me 
thinking. Tony Arndt, who owned Fairview Hatchery, not only hatched my eggs 
but also gabe me lessons in Poultry Genetics. Although I don't want to give 
too much credit to my neighbor Robert Shutt, who kept telling me that I would 
get interested in girls and get rid of my chickens. After all, I was already 
interested in girls and he was wronc about the chickens. 

One more influence needs to be mentiondd. Although I was already showing 
chickens when I met Henry Miller, he found me in front of one of his Colored 
Dorkings at the Farm Show and asked me if I liked the bird. When I told him that 
it was the most beautiful chicken that I had ever seen, he told me that I had a 
good eye, and gave me a history lesson on the breed. When I started buying birds 
from him a few years later, he remembered mo as the Dorking Man, and in 1968 
I brcame just that. My first Variety was the Colored Dorkings. Over the years 
Henry gave me lots of good advice, most of which I ignored. But then it is hard to 
take a man with over one hundred breeds and varieties seriously when he tells 
you to "Specialize". 

Most Moat of all I blame the birds for my interest in them. They are Art and 
History rolled into one. A crowing cock or a hen with a brood of chicks stirs me 
the way few things can. Chickens are one of the better things that man has 
ever raised. Even if it is January, the first chicks of the year speak of spring 
and new life, and give me the same thrill as that first box of chicks for 
"the boy" years ago. 






BABY CHICKS 
By Mike Strecker 


In my opinion, the most important part of the chickens life is their 
first nine months. At nine months of age, the average chicken has 
developed its full plumage, bone structure, conformation, etc. At this 
age, they have passed the critical period of adolescent diseases, their 
rapid growing period is over and they begin a maturation period into 
adulthood. 

One needs a good procedure for raising the young chicks; one must have 
proper facilities for them and a basic knowledge of what they require. 


First lets cover diseases; their prevention and cure. On the 19th day 
of incubation, the yoke of the egg is absorbed into the stomach of the 
chick. The yoke contains antibodies that fight disease. These anti¬ 
bodies stay in the chicks system for about 3 weeks, this is known as^ 
parental immunity. Parental immunity means it is passed from the parent- 
stock to the offspring. If the chicks are kept warm and in a clean 
environment, they should be healthy during this critical period. If you 
raise your chicks in a brooder, it should have been disinfected before 
they are put in it. The temperature should be 95 degrees the first day, 
and reduced 5 degrees each week. 


The egg yoke contains enough nurishment to last the chick for 72 hours 
after hatching but the chick will dehydrate rapidly without water so 
water is much more important than food the first three days. The water 
pan.should be placed where they all can find it. Some chicks are stupid 
and must be taught to drink by sticking their head in the water a few 
times until they get the idea. I put a vitamin, mineral, antibiotic 
supplement in the water and keep this supplement in their 
they are approximately three months old. The first drink of water a 
chick takes has the vitamins and antibiotics in it. I take a full D R 
of vitamins and a half bag of Oxy Tet or CTC Powder or Tetracycline an3 
mix these together dry in a jar, then put 1/2 teaspoon of this mixture 
into a gallon of water. It is expensive to keep these supplements 
th e water but it will keep your flock healthy and disease free and it 
definitely, pays off when these healthy, well cared for chickens, reacn 
maturity. 

Proper feed is of the utmost importance. I buy Gamebird Starter which 
is for pheasants. quail, etc., it contains 281 Protein. I mix one part 
of this P co 3 parts of regular chick mash. Do not feed straight Gamebird 
Starter as it is too strong for young chicks. 

If certain diseases have been a problem in your flock over the years » or 
if there are disease problems in your area, it is a good idea to vacci 
nate for them. For Marek's Disease (Range Paralysis) you vaccinate the 
chicks at one day old. If Pox is a problem, you can vaccinate for both 
iarek 1 s and Pox at the same time at day old but be sure to use the Chick 
Pox Vaccine and not the regular Pox Vaccine. If Pox is a problem in 
your area, you should vaccinate ALL your birds at least once a year and 
it is better if you do it twice. You vaccinate for Marek s only once 
day old, then they are good for life! / 



Chicks should be provided with a source o£ heat until they are at lcas ^ 
six weeks of age. If a chick gets chilled, his resistance goes down and 
he is vulnerable to disease. A 150 watt RED light bulb hug 
feet off the ground will provide enough heat for about 50 chicks 
provided they are in a draft free area. Any malformed or stunted chicks 
should be disposed of immediately. 

\ feel the most important thing you can do for your young *° wl c * a 
keep them free of Coccidiosis and worms. There are 9 species of Cocci 
diesis and only 2 of the 9 show blood in the droppings, so you must 
treat every 3 to 4 weeks for Coccidiosis. .1 run Amprol in the water for 
3 to 5 days.then a month later run So 1faquinoxaline (Sulquin) for 3 
days, then run Amprol again, etiv By the time your fowl are about 9 to 
10 months old, they ^have .built up a natural immunity to Cocci and 
additional treatment is'usually .not necessary.

Chickens get worms when they have access to other chickens droppings or 
access to insects, etc. So, unless your fowl are raised on wire and 
secluded from other birds, it is safe to say they have worms. Worm the 
first time when birds are 4 to 6 week old. Fast them all day so t y 
are real hungry, then mix Wormal Granules in their mash, this should be 
repeated every 3 to 4 weeks. 

Remember that your fowl reflect the care you give them. An experienced 
breeder can look at a mans fowl and tell if they have been proper y 
cared for or not. *-

Color designations such as red¬ 
dish bay. golden bay. lustrous 
black, ashy blue, golden yellow, 
salmon, goiden buff, brilliant red. 
dark red. grayish white, and so 
on. abound in the color descrip¬ 
tions of poultry in all editions of 
the APA s THE AMERICAN 
STANDARD OF PERFECTION 
and the ABA s THE BANTAM 
STANDARD Those colors are 
not all easily identified and defin¬ 
ed by all breeders of poultry 
Take tor example the color 
bay In the 1988 ABA Standard, in 
A Glossary for Bantam Chickens, 
the color bay is defined as: A 
reddish brown color approaching 
the color of a ripened horse 
chestnut In the 1985 APA Stan¬ 
dard. in the Glossary of 
Technical Terms, bay is defined 
as "a light golden-brown, also an 
intermingling of red and yellow 
in the ms caused by surface 
capillaries in the eyes of some 
varieties of fowl" 

But hov does one effectively 
distinguish, the one from the 
other, the various shades of bay'’ 
BAY: the primaries of the 


Dark Cornish male are black ex¬ 
cept for a narrow edging of bay 
on the outer w ebs 
MAHOGANY BAY: the back 
and saddle of the Speckled Sussex 
male is a lustrous r..-.bogany bay. 
each feather having a narrow 
black stripe in the lower half of 
the w eb 

REDDISH BAY the head of 
the female Partridge Plymouth 
Rock is a deep reddish bay 
LIGHT BAY the body of the 
Buttercup male is light bay 
GOLDEN BAY: the plumage of 
the Golden Sebright is a bright 
even shade of golden bay 
throughout the entire surface, 
the head of the female Golden- 
Laced Wyandotte is rich goiden 
bay 

Those breeders who have a 
great many years ot experience 
under their belts can. perhaps, 
easily identify and detine each of 
those kinds of bay But what 
about the rest of us'' 

The color illustrations in the re¬ 
cent editions of the ABA and 
APA s Standards are. to be sure, 
very useful But I recently pur 
chased at the Sussex County- 
Poultry Fancier s Association 
Spring Show April 28-29 a copy 
of the APA s 1910 THE 
AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION and I believe 
that I now understand better than 


I ever have some of the color 
descriptions of poultry that have 
long confused me And this is 
because of the live color plates 
that are inclined therein in the 
Glossary of Technical Terms (pp 
18-27. 

On those five plates are they 
included m any pre\ious or 
subsequent editions' leathers of 
many different colors and 
feathers of several gradations of 
the same color are show n

2 each plate show’s dif¬ 
ferent color feathers and in 
several instances bay. for exam¬ 
ple' feathers of several grada¬ 
tions of the same color — which 
makes learning poultry colors 
and the distinctions among the 
gradations of particular co»ors 
fairly straightforw ard 
In addition, the 1910 APA Stan¬ 
dard contains 102 half-tone il¬ 
lustrations by Arthur 0 Schill¬ 
ing. I.VV Burgess W. Harry 
Smith. Franklane L. Sewell and 
Louts Paul Graham 
It also contains information not 
included in later editions For ex¬ 
ample. from the 1910 Standard 
one learns l that it was Fred 
A. Houdlette who suggested the 
name Wyandotte, in honor of a 
coasting vessel bearing the name 
Wyandotte, w hich belonged to his 
father. 2' that Cornish fowls 
were produced in Cornwall some 
years prior to 1846 by crossing a 
Lord Derby Black-Breasted Red 
Game with a Red Aseei imported 
from India: later on the blood of 
the Sumatra Game was introduc¬ 
ed The 1985 APA Standard says 
that "The Dark Cornish is a 
composite of several different 
blood lines — Aseei. Black Red 
Old English, and Malay "' 

The 1910 edition of THE 
AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION is a treasure, in 
spite of the fact that some of its il¬ 
lustrations were judged inade¬ 
quate and were replaced in the 
1915 edition and in spite of the 
fact that it contains some textual 
errors w hich w ere. of course, cor¬ 
rected in later editions 
Only rarely does oi.e see the 
1910 edition of THE A. IERICAN 
STANDARD OF PERFECTION 
for sale If you have the chance to 
buy it. and the price is right, don't 
hesitate Its virtues are many, 
most notable from this writer s 
perspective, are the five ex¬ 
celled color plates included in 
♦he Glossary of Technical Terms, 
plates which help the fancier to 
identify and define some of the 
many ditterent colors of poultry.

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A BEGINNER CAN RAISE 
100 BOBWHITE QUAIL 
FOR REPRODUCTION IN 
THE FI ELD AFTER RELEASE

This is a brief summary of 
remarks at the 1990 Pennsylvania 
Game Bird Conference by 
Herbert C. Jordan. Associate 
Professor of Poultry Science. 
Department of Poultry Science. 
Penn State University. Universi¬ 
ty Park.'PA 16802. .This talk is 
scheduled to be presented on 27 
Feb. 90 at 8:30 a.m. at the Holi¬ 


day Inn. State College. PA. 

How to allow quail to learn to 
cope with the field, survive and 
reproduce. The manager must be 
humble and learn. 

1. During or after hatch 
••never” touch day old quail with 
human hands; raise them 
without touching the bird, ever! 
Watch the quail and learn as you 
go- 

2. Do not debeak. sex. inject, 
medicate, or touch quail. Be a 
student of behavior and learn 
from birds. 

3. Condition quail to eat 
everything off box lids on the 
floor or seeds in soil, or from lit¬ 
ter under brooder. DO NOT USE 
POULTRY FEEDERS Watch 
birds feed one hour a day and 
react to them. 

4. Give young birds double plus 
tne floor space every week until 
they have 3 square feet plus per 
bird at the third week of age. 
Watch where they feed and rest. 

5. Spray water mist or droplets 
directly on 6 day old quail every 
two days until release with a 
hand held flower mister 

6. Start day old quail at 95 # F or 
above, but cool environment 
10*F per week until it is 70*F at 21 
days of age. 


7 Encourage a well disciplined 
puppy dog to flush quail at least 
weekly after 16 days of age until 
release. This may kill or injure 
quail so restrain the dog on com¬ 
mand. 

8. Allow quail six feet high 
stacks of hay bales to roost on in 
conveys. Come in at night once in 
a while and observe roosting 
quail. 

9 Start day old quail from 
release field, let them walk on it, 
smell it. eat it and play in the soil. 

10. Do not baby them, raise 'em 
wild, alone, tough, adaptable, 
and let them have wheat or weed 
or grass heads in the litter. 
Observe and learn as they feed, 
or as you stir or replace litter - be 
a student of quail. 

11. Release quail young enough 
to learn and grow with the field as 
season changes, but old enough to 
hold body heat, flush and fly 80 
yards uphill and recover So far 
56 days of age seems a good fall 
release time in early September. 
P S. - Bottom line 

Remember a few minutes after 
you release quail, a preda.or 
weighing 16 to 28 times more than 
quail will be inbound closing at 57 
knots SO PREPARE QUAIL 
FOR THIS

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I t’s hard to recognize a turning point when you are living through it, but the 
signs are many that one age is dying and another is being born—a historic 
moment such as has not occurred since the Middle Ages gave way to the 
modern age. Many routes of inquiry, both scientific and religious, are com¬ 
ing together to give us a perspective on human possibilities that even a few 
yearsago would have seemed more magical than real. Einstein demonstrat¬ 
ed that matter is condensed energy, echoing the ancient mystics who spoke 
of the latent spirit in matter and its great transforming power on earth. And 
k| peopleare beginning to translate their spiritual beliefs and experiences into 
JHL actions and attitudes rhyt are changing their lives. The urge to control peo¬ 
ple and events, to keep score and get even, to define ourselves by our limitations and 
fears, is being replaced by a deep acceptance of what life brings us, by a greater 
openness to our intuitive selves, and by new attitudes and values. The evidence is 
growing of a forgotten instinct in human beings—in some, life's dominant force, in 
others, a pulse still deeply buried. An instinct that drives us toward wholeness, self- 
knowledge, and an inner transformation. An instinct that, in sum, could change the 
world. I call it the Fourth Instinct. The first question I am asked when friends hear 
that this is the title of my next book is “What are the first three instincts?" Biologists, 
anthropologists, and psychologists have over the years given them different names 
but with varying emphases have agreed that the three basic instincts are survival, 
sex, and the drive toward power and self-aggrandizement. 

The Fourth Instinct is the relentless natural longing that leads us beyond biologi¬ 
cal survival, beyond sexuality, beyord status and power. In our exclusive focus on 
the instincts that link human behavior to our animal past, we have neglected the 
instinct that links us to our future—the instinct toward transcendence, harmony, 
completeness. The Fourth Instinct compels us to become ourselves, to “exceed" 
ourselves—not in the Nietzschean sense of idealizing the will and the intellect but by 
awakening our intuitive self, and striving for our highest nature. 

In a recent survey sponsored by the University of Chicago, two thirds (or 67 per¬ 
cent) of all adults surveyed reported having had psychic, mystical, or paranormal 
experiences. As an article in American Health pul it, “People who have tasted the 
paranormal... are anything but religious nuts or psychiatric cases. They are, for 
the most part, ordinary Americans, somewhat above the norm in educanon and 
intelligence....” And anyone who hasn't had an experience of this kind most like¬ 
ly has a grandmother, a neighbor, or a boyfriend who has. Hie effects vary. For 



some, that first spiritual experience remains nothing more than a fleeting glimpse 
into another reality; for others—and for increasingly larger numbers—it is the first 
step on a journey to self- discovery a nd h eightene d consciousness. 

There are thousands of individual paths. Most of them include some form of 
regular spiritual practice—prayer, silent meditation, chanting—together with some 
sort of body therapy to help release blocked energy, some kind of service to others, 
and a determination to turn lo ving and forgiving in to a way of liv ing. So far, the 
process of spiritual interaction between the individual and the collective has been 
fully understood only by great mystics and great scientists. Today more and more 
people are experiencing the reality of that ancient truth: 1 he moment we begin t o 
ch ange and regenerate our li ves, the world starts changing with us. 

The effect of meditation on blood pressure and the cardiovascular system was 
until recently regarded in medicine as a fad, as was the effect of thinking and the 
emotions on cancer and other life-threatening diseases. However, the documenta¬ 
tion of miraculous cures in books such as Love, Medicine & Miracles has estab¬ 
lished beyond any doubt the effect of mental states on biology and health. 

Never in the whole of human history have there been so many avenues to inner 
consciousness being explored. ‘There are more people into this stuff than 1 ever 
thought” is a common response in this post-MacLaine, post -E.T. era. 1 his “stuff’ 
includes everything from spiritual channeling, past-life regressions, and rebirthing 
to food-combining, astrology, tarot cards, and fire-walking. I have personally sam¬ 
pled a large representative selection of what is on offer, including fire-walking. (1 
emerged on the other side with only a blister, evidence, I was told, of my less than 
absolute faith in the power of mind over matter.) A lot of these manifestations of the 
Fourth Instinct are rubbish, but the rubbish of a society’s mind is as revealing as the 
rubbish it puts in its garbage cans. If there are bones and bottles in the latter, it is 
evidence that somebody has been eating and drinking; if there are attempts to find 
harmony and wholeness in the former, it is no less evidence that somebody s spirit 
has been longing for the food of the gods and thirsting for the water of the fountain 
of life. The forms the search for the intangible and the yearning for meaning take are 
ultimately far less important than what they say about human nature and human 
needs. After all, counterfeiters exist only because there is true gold. 

Yet our ignorance of the anatomy of the Fourth Instinct has meant that a preoc¬ 
cupation with inner growth and self-knowledge has often been the object of superi¬ 
or mockery. Many, analyzing the spiritual awakening that has overtaken America, 
have come to the conclusion that at its heart lies an obsession with “me.” By jum¬ 
bling together everything from group sex and encounter sessions to gnosticism and 
Zen, they discount it all as part of the same mishmash of egocentricity. But the truth 
is that the Fourth Instinct is t he one instinct that taxes us beyond self-centerednes s 
and enables us to res ist the combined forces of indifference and meaninglessness. It 
awakens us to a sense of responsibility for those deprived people in our society as 
well as for the world that future generations will inherit. 

Our mainstream cultur e has ignored the Fourth Instinct and channeled its energy 
into the quest for the perfect lifestyle, the perfect body, the perfect sexual encounter, 
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doubt, many who 
feel unredeemed 
by their wealth are 
spending millions 
to buy celebrity. 


the perfect backhand. Nothing captures the nature of that quest as perfectly as the 
brochure for Trump Tower: “If you can think of any amenity, any extravagance or 
nicety of life ... we haven’t mentioned, then it probably hasn’t been invented yet.” 

s for the quest for the perfect body, it has been invested with a 
religious fervor and is spoken of in almost biblical terms. "1 be¬ 
lieve in physical perfection,” Linda Evans tells us, as though 
reciting the Creed, while Jamie Lee Curtis vows not to stop at a 
perfect 10. “I think there’s an unlimited beyond,” Curtis waxes 
lyrical. And legions of Americans around the country are pre¬ 
pared to put up with any amount of discipline, deprivation, and 
hard work to achieve the perfect body and the promised salva¬ 
tion that will accompany it. But the clock ticks for even the 
most perfect bodies, and no amount of discipline, fervor, or 
surgery can turn it back. The attempt to achieve regeneration through regenerating 
the body alone is, in fact, the supreme hubris of modern society and a sure recipe for 
growing frustration when the stomach muscles are not as flawless at 50, the wrin¬ 
kles reappear after the third face-lift, and no number o! cells of an unborn baby 
lamb restore the bloom of youth. "No one in our time finds it surprising if a man 
gives careful daily attention to Ins body,” Solzhenitsyn wrote, "but people would be 
outraged if he gave the same attention to his soul.” 

The obsessive efforts invested in countering the peculiarly American dread of ag¬ 
ing have been exceeded only by the frenzied quest for money and status and the 
efforts invested in countering the dread of “sinking in the world.” In my own pere¬ 
grinations ^among the rich and famous, I have found nothing deadlier than the vora¬ 
cious emptiness in the faces of so many who looked as though to have traveled 
hopefully was perhaps, after all, better than to have arrived. And nothing funnier 
than hearing again and again Irom those whose feet are planted firmly on the social 
merry-go-round how they long to spend a night at home or how they have decided 
to turn down all invitations and take it easy during their next weekend in the Hamp¬ 
tons. At the time, genuinely exhausted from the chronic disappointment of their 
glamorously monotonous lives, they mean it. That they invariably recant is not a 
function of insincerity but of terror—terror that if they did stay at home tending 
their metaphorical garden, they would miss out, be forgotten, suffer a dangerous 
plunge on the social stock market, and might even be sold short. And then what 
would they be left with, now that r’ eir inner garden, after such long neglect, has 
been claimed by the wilderness and their spirit is deadened? 

The other great escape offered by our culture is the promise of fgimvheld out as 
the secular substitute for immortality. In an age of doubt and uncertainty, celebrity 
bestows existence, and many of the rich, feeling outcast and unredeemed by their 
wealth, arc spending millions to buy it. The longing to be. a star persists undimin¬ 
ished, even though, among those who have been plucked from obscurity into celeb¬ 
rity by a movie, a record, a book, many have confessed disappointment, even 
despair. "How come I’m not happy all the time?” asked Eddie Murphy while being 
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interviewed by Barbara Walters. “I really thought I was going to go under,” de¬ 
clared Bette Midler. “1 don’t feel successful,” said Robert Mitchum glumly, while 
Laurence Olivier summed it up for many: “1 just don’t like me ... 1 don’t like my 
own company, really.” 

No matter how fulfilled the first three instincts may be, when the Fourth Inst inct 
is thwarted we re main unfulfilled . We begin to demand from power and pleasure 
more titan they can ever supply. Standing as surrogates for the neglected Fourth 
Instinct, they are expected to sanctify our existence and give it meaning. And the 
quest for more money and higher status, most often by people who already have 
plenty of both, becomes desperate. If the meaning of life is weighed against the 
prices paid for clothes, jewelry, furniture, and real estate, there will always be some¬ 
one with more expensive clothes, jewelry, furniture, and real estate, and, therefore, 
so the pathology goes, a more meaningful life. “Never in the history of the world,” 
Wrote Lewis Lapham, “have so many people been so rich; never in the history of the 
world have so many of those same people felt themselves so poor.” 

And that is because what they are looking for in money, status, or sex can’t be 
found there. Nothing is ever enough when what you are looking for isn’t what you 
really want. And the law of diminishing returns makes it impossible to sustain the 
exultant feeling of that first toy or that first million when you have received your 
hundredth toy and acquired your hundredth million. So instead of happiness, ail¬ 
ments and grievances multiply. A cramped melancholy sits just below the glamour 
and the extravagant displays of power and wealth, especially among those trying to 
keep up with the Trumps. And cramped melancholy often turns into raging depres¬ 
sion, the most prevalent mental illness in America, with nearly !0 million Ameri¬ 
cans suffering from some sort of depressive disorder, and most of them seeking 
escape through any drug that might anesthetize them against the pain of living. 

To follow the Fourth Instinct is the law of human development. But while the iaw 
is the same for all, the Fourth Instinct expresses itself differently in each individual. 
There are as many paths to wholeness as there are individuals, and any one of the 
ways through which the Fourth Instinct manifests itself at the moment—religion, 
art, science, therapy, relationships—can be used as a thread for the journey. 

Our Fourth Instinct brings us all the experience we need to discover who we 
really are. And when we have scratched even the surface of that reality, we are never 
the same again, nor do we want to be. T he journey to self-discove ry, self-knowl¬ 
edge, and self-revelation has begun. It is t he highest adventure on earth, it can take a 
tho usand forms , and, far from being self-indulgent, it gives us a n expanded vision o f 
what it means to be huma n—a vision that emphasizes our interconnectedness with 
the whole. It is the one instinct that belongs to humankind alone —a universal force 
that leads us, inexorably, beyond the last horizon of our known self toward a wiser, 
more loving, more luminous state of being. ■

Keep the wound clean and dry. jph 3 - 

If you accidentally get the wound dirty, clean it as soon as possible with mild soap and water or 
betadine, using a patting action IDO NOT RUB). Then pat dry completely. 

Despite the best care, any wound can become infected. Signs of this include, fever, redness, swelling, 
drainage or pus from wound, or increasing pain in area. See your family doctor or return to the 
Emergency Room immediately if any of these signs should develop. 

Leave dressing on for 24 hours, then change daily with dry dressing or band-aid. Sutures may be left 
open to the air provided the area will not be exposed to any contamination. 

X Have the sutures (stitches) removed in approximatelyJiLdays by the Emergency Room doctor or 
your family physician. 

V You may experience some redness and swelling at the site of your Tetanus as well as a low grade fever 
for a f J days. This is a normal reaction. Use Aspirin or Tylenol and ice to the area as needed. 

_ If this is your first Tetanus shot, see your family doctor for further immunization in two 12) months. 

_ Your wound has been steri-stripped. These are not sutures that have to be removed. They will fall off 
by themselves in 2 to 7 days. If not in 10 days, see your family doctor. 

/- All wounds deep enough to require suturing will usually leave a scar. Suturing a wound usually lessens 
the scar and improves the appearance of the wound. 

vl This type of wound is particularly susceptible to infection. Please return to your family doctor or the 
Emergency Room in gO days to have the wound rechecked. 

_ The wound should be soaked in warm water 4 times a day for 15 minutes. Keep the wound clean and 

dry between soaks. 

A small amount of red tinged drainage from the puncture wound is normal. If the drainage becomes 
excessive or foul smelling, please return to the Emergency Room or see your family doctor. 

_ Leave dressing on until wound is rechecked in-days.

Carbondale Public Library, Carbondale, pa 18407 
June 12, 1990 


The regularly scheduled monthly meeting for June 1990 of 
the Board of Directors of the Carbondale Puhlic Library took 
place on the 12th, and was called to order by President Bob 
Vandenberg at 7:40 P.M. Present were: Marty Langan, Bill 
Kaufman, Aubrey Staples, Anne Muldoon, Hank Loftus, Jr., David 
Saint Ledger, Marguerite Famularo, Bob Vandenberg, Kathryn Race 
and S. Robert Powell 

The minutes of the May 1990 meeting of the Board were 
read by the Recording Secretary. It was moved (Saint Ledger) and 
seconded (Staples) that the minutes be approved as read and 
placed on file. The motion carried. The Treasurer's report for May 
was read by Aubrey Staples. It was moved (Langan) and seconded 
(Kaufman) that the Treasurer's report be approved as read and 
placed on file. The motion carried. 

David Saint Ledger recommended that the Library's savings 
account be placed in an interest bearing checking account, and 
made a motin to that effect. Martin Langan seconded the motion. 
The motion carried. 

Aubrey S. reported that two of the Library's CD's are 
coming due: one on the 11th of June for $4,040.00 and one for 
$25,000.00 at the end of June. It was recommended that Aubrey 
roll over both CD's for a term to the best advantage of the 
Library. 

Bob V. reported that the Community Bank and Trust 
Company, through Thomas Chesnick, approved, on 05-18-1990, the 
request by the Library for a demand loan for $80,00—$83,000 for 4 
to 5 years at a rate of 5 3/4% in order to bring the building up to 
code. He also reported that the County Library Board had 
approved the Carbondale Library's plans to bring the Carbondale 
building up to code. On 05-18-1990, Bob V. wrote Architect Tom 
Horlacher a letter and brought him up to date on the current 
status of the Library's up-to-code project and stated that he 
would notify him (Horlacher) when the necessary funding for the 
project is available. 

The problem drain on the Library's roof was again discussed 
and Bob said that he would contact the roofing contractor who 
installed the new roof, Jerry Howard, and find out how the 
problem can be solved. 

On the matter of the Library's annual fund drive, Ann M. 
reported that to date there have been 112 responses with a total 
amount of donations of $3362.50, including a $1,000 donation from 
Jack Raynor. Two of the organiztional donors to this year's fund 
drive are the BPW Club, Marlene Cadulio, President, and the Fell 




Township Lioness Club. It is possible that the BPW Club will 
sponsor a performance by the Friendly City Barbership Chorus to 
the benefit of the Carbondale Public Library. 

Ann reported that we will get our computer in July for the 
Access Pennsylvania program. There will be a workshop in 
Scranton on Financial Planning, Inter-Library Loan and Access 
Pennsylvania. 

Kathryn Race reported that she was not ahle to be at the 
last meeting of the Board because she and her husband, Jack, were 
in San Pedro Sula, Honduras, on a three-week mission, sponsored 
by Project Orbis, to teach surgery. During their time in San Piedro 
Sula, Kathryn and Jack visited the local library there. Kathryn 
also reported that during the Project Orbis Lindgerg Tour earlier 
this year that she and Jack had visited some remarkable libraries, 
including the South Bend Library and the Notre Dame Library. 

Ann reported that some of the Library's microfilms of 
nineteenth century newspapers were presently on inter-library loan 
to Alaska. 

Robert Powell reported that the flower boxes in front of 
the Library had been planted for the season by the Historical 
Society on the Saturday before Memorial Day. 

Ann Muldoon reported that the torn window shade on one of 
the third floor windows (the existence of which had been noted by 
more than one passer-by) had recently been repaired. 

Bob V. reminded the members of the Board that there would 
be no Board meetings in July and August and that the next 
meeting would be on the third Tuesday of September. It was moved 
(Staples) and seconded (Kaufman) that the meeting be adjourned, 
the motion carried and the meeting was adjourned at 8d5 P.M.

CECIL ROSE TROPHY ESTABLISHED 

The Board of Directors of the Harford 
Township (Susquehanna County* PA) Agricultural 
Society established this year, at the urging of Robert 
Simons of Harford, PA, a trophy in honor of its 
distinguished poultry superintendent, Cecil Rose, of 
Montrose, PA. The trophy is in the form of an 
engraved brass plaque in the shape of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania that is mounted on a 
similarly shaped piece of hardwood. 

The Cecil Rose Trophy is to be awarded 
annually to the Grand Champion bird in the Harford 
Fair Poultry Show. In ceremonies conducted in the 
Poultry Building on August 21, the trophy was 
awarded this year to S. Robert Powell, Elk dale, PA, 
for his standard Black Orpington hen, which was also 
named Champion Large Fowl Clear Color Hen of the 
show. The brass plaque on the trophy is engraved as 
follows: "Cedi Rose Honorary Champion Award, Best 
of Show Champions, Harford Fair, 1990." 

Cedi Rose, who celebrated his 91st birthday on 
April 27th and who has been breeding and showing 
poultry now for 80 years, was elected to the Board 
of Directors of the Harford Agricultural Society in 
1951 and served as a Director for 31 years. In 1982 he 
was awarded a silver plate for his years of service to 
the Board. For 14 years he served as President of the 
Harford Agricultural Sodety and presently serves as 
its President Emeritus as well as Superintendent of 
the Poultry Department. 

Cecil and his wife Mary reside on their hill-top 
farm in Susquehanna County (R. D. 1, Box 79 A-l, 
Montrose, PA 188011. Both of them are always busy, 
either tending to Cecil's several hundred exhibition 
large fowl and bantams or working in their vast 
flower and vegetable gardens. Mary's flower gardens 
literally stop passing traffic and are as well known in 
the cegion as are Cecil's high quality birds. An 
extensive articl e on Cedi and Mary Rose was 
oublished in the April 1989 issue of POULTRY PRESS 
(pp. 32, 35) on the occasion of Cecil's 90th birthday. 

This year's fair of the Harford Agricultural 
Society was the 133rd annual fair and took place 
August 20-25th. The judges of this year's poultry 
show are two well known judges with broad 
experience in judging ex h ibition poultry: Dan Bristol 
of Bainbridge, NY (APA-ABA General Licensed 
Judge, with over 60 years of experience with 
standard and bantam chickens and waterfowl) and 



George H. Schroeder of Prompton, PA (APA General 
License, issued 07-05-1949). By mid-afternoon on 
Tuesday, August 21, judges Bristol and Schroeder had 
selected the following champion standard chickens of 
the show: clear color cock, a Single Comb White 
Leghorn cock, by Cecil Rose; clear color hen, a 
Black Orpington hen by S. Robert Powell; parti-color 
cock, a Silver Gray Dorking cock by S. Robert 
Powell; parti-color hen, a Barred Plymouth Rock 
pullet by Chuck Campfield; feather leg cock, a Black 
Langshan cockerel by Cecil Rose; feather leg hen, a 
Dark Brahma pullet by Cecil Rose. 

The champion bantam chickens were as follows: 
clear color cock, a Black Rosecomb cockerel by 
Robert Anke; clear color hen, a Black Rosecomb 
jxillet by Robert Anke; parti-color cock, a Dark 
Cornish cockerel by Chuck Campfield; parti-color 
hen, a Quail Antwerp Belgian pullet by Robert Anke;
